They had lunch today in 
Rawalpindi after Mr. Kissinger 
returned here from Nathiagali, 
a 9,000-foot-high hill resort 
some 60 .miles from Rawalpin- 
da. He left for Nathiagali on 
Friday morninghecause of what 
was descirbed as an “indisposi- 
tion” and was to return to 
Rawalpinda yesterday, but ex- 
tended his stay at the resort by 
a day.
